The German balloon, the Pommern, 
has been accorded the winning laurels 
in the second International aeronautic 
cup race. The Pommern landed at 
Asbury Park. N. J.. after covering a 
distance of 880 miles, and but for the 
proximity of the Atlantic ocean, its 
flight would have been longer. The 
French balloon, L’lsle do France, made 
a record almost as wonderful, land.ng 
at Hubcrtsville, N. J.. its estimated air 
line flight being 875 miles. The Dus- 
seldorf. third, landed In Delaware, and 
Jr estimated to have covered 790 miles. 
American entries arc fourth and fifth, 
a third German team is sixth, a French 
team seventh. American eighth and 
English ninth. Official measurements 
are to be computed by the United 
States Geological Survey at Washing¬ 
ton. _ __ 

Presidents of New York trust com¬ 
panies. at a meeting held at J. Pler- 
pont Morgan’s office yesterday after¬ 
noon, appointed a committee of five 
presidents of trust companies, similar 
In character to the clearing-house com¬ 
mittee of banks, which is empowered 
to Inquire into the conditions and needs 
of such trust companies as may apply 
for assistance at subsequent meetings 
of presidents. Mr. Morgan will active¬ 
ly co-operate with the committee. As 
a result of this action the financial sit¬ 
uation in New York la greatly improv¬ 
ed. The only run of consequence yes¬ 
terday was on the Trust Company of 
America, which withstood all demands 
of depositors and will resume payment 
this m orning. _

’ Washington. Oct. 23.—Controller 
of the Currency Rldgely late to¬ 
day gave out a statement saying 
that the general feeling Indicates 
an absolutely sound situation; that 
there was not the slightest need of 
apprehension about the hanks and 
trust companies of the country; 
that the banks of the Eastern re¬ 
serve cities hove ©very disposi¬ 
tion to leave their balances in New 
York and other central reserve 
cities. He attributes the trouble In 
New i”ork to the condition of a 
very few concerns discredited by 
the operations of their officers and 
to the different prices of stocks and 
securities as between New York 
City and the country banks. 

New York, Octf 23.—There was a 
sharp turn of sentiment In financial 
quarters late to-day, renewed confi¬ 
dence in local banking institutions tak¬ 
ing the place of the panicky feeling 
that has threatened solvent houses and 
demoralized the Stock Exchange for 
the past few days. To-night those 
financiers whose deliberate opinions are 
most highly esteemed by the public ex¬ 
pressed the conviction that the worst 
was over, and that out of the present 
chaos a condition more stable than has 
existed for some time was rapidly 
shaping itself. 

Many of the banking men who had 
labored almost day and night recently, 
that the Integrity of New York’s finan¬ 
cial institutions might be maintained, 
went home early this evening satisfied 
that suspected houses wTilch had been 
found worthy of support had been forti¬ 
fied against incipient runs or other con¬ 
tingencies. Serious-minded men, who 
have met the storm in sober mood, left 
their offices smiling and chatting, and 
with a general bearing that spoke vol¬ 
umes to those who are accustomed to 
read the news of the street In faces of 
its big men.

Influential Men at Front. 


Several factors contributed to this 
change of feeling. First and foremost 
was the,determination reached to-day 
by men of great influence in the finan¬ 
cial world, and whose probity Is un¬ 
questioned, to restore confidence, in¬ 
sure safety and prevent panic. Con¬ 
spicuous among these were J. Plerpont 
Morgan and James Stillman, president 
of the National City Bank. Through¬ 
out the day there were conferences at 
the offices of J. P. Morgan & Co., and 
while guarded statements only of what 
was done at these gatherings were 
given out during the business hours, 
the fact that such men were conrerrlng, 
linked with their known pergonal 
standing and financial resources, did 
much to allay fear for the future. News 
of these conferences-' quickly ran 
through the financial district, a Dyed 
the fears of the extremely nervous, ai d 
certainly aided the stock market, 
where this interference brought a re¬ 
covery of prices toward the close of 
the day, during which new low levels 

had been reached.

Cortelyou Lends Aid. 


a* last reported were fit excess of $70,- 
000.000. Several millions were with¬ 
drawn to-day, but funds to satisfy ev¬ 
ery claim were said to be at hand. 

This was the only run of Importance 
to-day. and this fact was an encour¬ 
aging feature. The depositors in the 
Dollar Savings Bank in the Bronx, of 
which Borough President Kohn Haffen 
is the head, became Uneasy over the 
general situation and many clamored 
for their money to-day under the Im¬ 
pression that their deposits were in 
Jeopardy. The*e depositors were chief¬ 
ly foreigners, who had confused the 
run of yesterday on the Knickerbocker 
Trust Company’s Bronx branch with 
their own institution. Officials of the 
latter Institution explained matters and 
the run. for which there was absolute¬ 
ly no excuse, ended at once. 

This flurry over, things looked still 
better, as the uninformed element 
among depositors was regarded as hard 
to control In times of great excitement. 
The clearing-house report was also fa¬ 
vorable to-day. Apparently the nation¬ 
al banks had passed the crisis and 
those which have required assistance 
gave evidence to-day of being able to 

take care of themselves.

James G. Cannon, vice president of 
the Fourth National Bmk and a mem¬ 
ber of the Clearing-house Comml.te* 
appointed to examine the National 
banks that have been under criticism, 
announced to-day that the condition 
of the banks as shown at the Clearing¬ 
house was first class.

FORGERY OF 

FATHER'S NAME 


CHARGE AGAINST ALBERT DO-

ALLEGED TO HAVE EXHAUSTED

Another potent factor in bringing 
about a better feeling and the undoubt¬ 
ed return of saner sentiment and im¬ 
proved confidence was the ability of 
the Trust Company of America to with¬ 
stand an all-day run, as It successfully 
did. In the face of enormous with¬ 
drawals. the officials of the bank pro¬ 
claimed their readiness to settle with 
all depositors on demand. Even for a 
few' minutes after the regular hour of 
closing the company continued to pay 
out money at its main office In Wall 
street and the Broadway branch and to 
certify all checks present 'd. Then. It 
was announced that the Institution 
would be open as usual at 10:30 o’clock 
to-morrow morning prepared for event¬ 
ualities. marked was the strength 
of the- bank that many who withdrew 
deposits early In the day ngrin dt p ^sit¬ 
ed them before the d jors were closed.

BOGUS CHECKS ARE CASHED. 

Lexington. Ky.. Oct. 23.—[Special.]— 
The Phoenix National Bank of Lexing¬ 
ton has been successfully worked with 
forged cheeks for two months. Joseph 
Doher’s $1,200 balance In the bank Is 
gone and his son. Albert Dcxher, aged 
thirty, is in jail charged with having 
forged his father’s name. The first 
check was for $50. August 23; the next 
$150. then three for $200 were honored 
without question. Becc-minv trdtfer. the 
forger made out the final chock October 
21 for $400. 

The Dohers are Syrians. The father, 
w'ho can neither read nor wTite Eng¬ 
lish had always been foroed to depend 
on others in writing his cheqks. and 
U seems had at times required his son 
to do the writing for him. The son 
when arrested claimed that all money 
obtained on the checks had been turned 
over to the father, but $390 found on 
his person compelled a change of story, 
and the* final claim was that nil but 
the last withdrawal ahd been given 
over. 

When first arrested the young Syrian 
boldly faced the officers and the bank’s 
cashier, saying that his father la crazy 
and trying to beat the bank. Attach¬ 
ments were Issued late this afternoon, 
as some of the money la alleged to have 
been located, but the names of the 
persons were not given out. 

Joseph Doher swore out the warrant 
on which his son wins arrested. He 
has a store on Broadway, near Water 
street, and his place is headquarters 
for a number of Syrians through Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky. It Is through him the 
members of his race correspond and 
make remlnances to their native land. 

NO HEIRS APPEAR 
TO $40,000 ESTATE 

MEMPHIS MAN WHO DIED IN¬ 
TESTATE HAS COUSIN IN 
RUSSELLVILLE. 

Memphis, Tenn.. Oct. 23.—[Special.]— 
As yet no heir has been found to the 
estate the late C. R. Pollard, the well- 
to-do bachelor business man, who died 
Intestate some days ago In his room In 
the George Arnold building 

Pollard left an estate valued at be¬ 
tween $30,000 and $40,000 In personal 
property and real estate. He held prop¬ 
erty at the comer of Vance avenue and 
Lauderdale street, considerable on Mar¬ 
ket street, and left a deposit in the bank 
For some twelve years the Union and 
Planters* Bank had bis business and 
thus qualified as administrator of the 
estate. 

Examination of Pollard’s correspond¬ 
ence showed that he had a cousin. Mrs. 
Mollle P. Settle, in Russellville, Ky., 
and that a nephew, whose first name Is 
Edward, resided In New' York City. 
The bank has written Mrs. Settle, but 
as yet has received no reply. Of the 
nephew in New York nothing at all 
has been learned. 


GERMANY GETS 
FIRST HONORS 


Finish of Balloon Race the 
Closest Ever Known. 


Pommern Defeats l’lsle de 
France By Five Miles. 


French Team Makes Record 
For Duration of Flight. 


NEXT CONTEST IN GERMANY. 


St. Louis, Oct. 23.—Proclaimed as the 
moat ermarkable ballooning contest in 
the history of aeronautics of the w f orld. 
with orery racing record broken, the 
second International cup competition 
which started from here on Monday 
last, ended to-day. with Germany ac¬ 
corded the winning laurelB. 

The finish of the race was the closest 
and most exciting the followers of the 
sport have ever known, the victorious 
German balloon, the Pommern, which 
landed at Asbury* Park this morning, 
having but slightly more than five 
miles the advantage of the French con¬ 
testant. L’lsle de France, second In the 
race, which descended during tho aft¬ 
ernoon at Herbertsville. N. J., a few 
miles from the Atlantic coast and 
slightly northwest of Point Pleasant. 

Another German balloon, the Dussel- 
dorf, stands third In the race, Ameri¬ 
can entries are fourth and fifth, a third 
German team is sixth, a French team 
seventh, American eighth and English 
ninth.

Pommern’s Flight 880 Miles. 


The unofficial estimated airline flight 
of the Pommern is 880 miles and that 
of the L’isle de France Is 875. The Dus- 
seldorf. third, landed near Dover, Del., 
Is estimated to have covered 790 miles. 
The official measurements will be com¬ 
puted by the Geological Survey of the 
United States Government at Wash¬ 
ington. Only the proximity of the At¬ 
lantic ocean stopped the wonderful 
flight of the Pommern. The balloon 
could have remained in the air many 
hours longer and undoubtedly would 
have added several hundred miles to 
her record but for the expanse of water 
ahead.

Excitement in St Louis. 


News of the landing of the Pommern 
was received here at an early hour to¬ 
day, and was followed by reports of the 
descent of every other con test ant in the 
race with the exception of the L’isle de 
France. The race w'as at once con¬ 
ceded to be between these tw'o, and 
when a report w'as received at noon to 
the effect that the French craft had 
been sighted in t’h* vicinity of Asbury 
Park, Intense excitement prevailed. 
There were many predictions that the 
contest would result In a tie for first 
honors. When the L’lsle de Frame did 
hot descend at the point selected by 
the German leaders In the race there 
was a belief that the French aeronauts 
might, after ah. be deolarcd the win¬ 
ners. Evidently a contrary current 
caught the L’isle do France, however, 
and blew the vessel back to the south¬ 
west. Realising that their supply of 
gas w r as low and that they were losing 
actual ground, the occupants of the 
French basket decided to make rapid 
descent as near the coast as poaslme. 
It was the drifting back from Asbury 
Park to Herbertsville that placed th^m 
*.n second position.

The Aero Club hai 
some difficulty In receiving official 
communications from the contestants 
in the race and was drpend n 
entirely upon the press dispatcher 
Frank S. Lahm, an Amor can by birth, 
but now' a resident of Paris anu the 
representative of the French Aero 
Club on the committee In charge of the 
rac>, said to-day:

BEACHEY WINS AIRSHIP RACE. 


Does Mile and Half in Four Minutes 
and Forty Seconds. 

St. Louis. Oct. 23.—Sailing to wind¬ 
ward and return over a course measur¬ 
ing one mile and a half from start to 
finish. Lincoln Beachey. of Toledo, O., 
to-day won the dirigible balloon or air¬ 
ship race w'hich marked the close of 
the St. Louis aeronautic carnival of 
1907. The prize was $2,000. In his 
“Beachey airship,” a cigar-shaped af¬ 
fair, propelled by a four-cylinder gaso¬ 
line motor, the w’lnner covered the dis¬ 
tance in four minutes and forty sec¬ 
onds. 

Jack Dallas. In the "Strobel airship.” 
a sister craft to the Beachey, w'on sec¬ 
ond place with a time record of six 
minutes and ten seconds, while Capt. 
Thomas S. Baldwin, of New' York, in 
the ’’California Arrow,” w»as third in 
seven minutes and five seconds. A 
fourth competitor, the "Comet,” entered 
by Charles Baysdorfer, of Omaha, Neb., 
and sailed by Horace Wild, did not 
complete, the motor breaking In the 
first trial of the course.

TOBACCO BUYERS 
ARE RECALLED 


Dark Growers Win Fight At 
Owensboro. 


Companies Decide To 
the Market. 


Quit 


‘‘Gen.” Robinson Says Grow¬ 
ers Are Falling In Line. 


EXPECT PEACEFUL SOLUTION. 


Owensboro. Ky., Oct. 23.—[Special.]— 
With horses jaded and riders weary 
and dust covered, the "Army of Peace¬ 
ful Invasion,” composed of tobacco 
growers of the Green river district, re¬ 
turned to Owensboro to-night and are 
preparing for another tour of the coun¬ 
try district to-morrow\ The tobacco 
growers, who yesterday marched In a 
body to the factories In Owensboro and 
requested that the buyers be recalled 
from the county, and who to-day rode 
nearly thirty miles on horses and vis¬ 
ited the farmers in the fields and re¬ 
quested them to cease selling their 
crops, seem to have been successful. 

J. C. Englehard, manager of the 
American Tobacco Company in Owens¬ 
boro, announced to-night that he had 
recalled all of his buyers from the 
country, and that they would not be 
sent out again until the present agi¬ 
tation has quieted dow r n. The Imperial 
Tobacco Company, the Gallagher Lim¬ 
ited and J. M. Vaughan have aJso re¬ 
called their buyers.

Pledges From Growers. 


The race as finally arranged w'as a 
start-at-wlll affair, with each contest¬ 
ant having three trials. Beachey made 
the best time of the first round, 7:15. 
and did not start again until the 
"Arrow” had made a record of 7:05 on 
its last attempt. Then the Beachey 
ship started on the best flight of the 
day. The big cruft sailed to the turn¬ 
ing point, wheeled around In its own 
length and came whirling back before 
the breeze at a speed W'hich must have 
approached fifty miles an hour. The 
precision with which the ship was han¬ 
dled was marvelous, and when the time 
w'as announced the great crowd w'hich 
had gathered to watch the contests 
broke Into cheers which were renewed j 
when the airship was brought to the 
ground w ithin a few feet of the grand¬ 
stand.

Greetings in Midair. 


L. N. Robinson, "General” of the 
"army,” said to-night that to-day's 
work had exceeded their expectations. 
"We saw scores of fartners," he said, 
"and many of them, who had sold their 
tobacco, said that they would pool if 
the companies would release them from 
their contracts. I believe that over a 
half million pounds of tobacco were 
pooled to-day."

Another Secret Meeting. 


While losing the distance record and 
possession of the cup, the French team 
sailing L’lsle de France gained the 
honor of the world’s record for dura¬ 
tion of flight. Starting from here at 
4:10 p. m. (Central time), they burned 
to-day at 1:10 p. m. (Eastern time), 
making their time in the air Just forty- 
four hours. The previous record w’as 
forty-one hours five minutes, held by 
Count de la Vaulx, of France. The rec¬ 
ord of the International race, set by 
the balloon United States In the flight 
from Paris last year, was 402 miles. 
This was more than doubled by the 
Pommern and the French balloon, 
which threatened the winner. In fact, 
but one of the nine contestants in this 
year’s race failed to exceed tne 1906 
record.

In making hla last flight Beachey met 
Dallas returning in the Strobel. There 
was an exchange of greetings in mid¬ 
air and the spectacle of the tw'o flyingj 
machines passing at full speed, with 
propellers w'htrring and motors chug-; 
ging, roused the w’atchlng throngs to, 
a high pitch of enthusiasm. 

The California Arrow did not behave | 
well to-day and the operator had some 
difficulty in keeping his craft on its 
course. His motor seemed to lack pow¬ 
er In the face of the pretty stiff Wind 
that was blowing, and because of this 
he abandoned an attempt to turn the 
goal on his second flight.

MAJ. HERSEY TALKS. 

Tells of Twenty-Six-Hour Trip From 
St. Louis to Canada. 

Caledonia, Ont., Oct. 23.—Maj. Hersey 
and A. T. Aberholt, w*ho arrived last 
night In the balloon United States, are 
here resting after the strain of the 
twenty-six-hour trip through the air 
from St. Louis. 

Tho United States landed on the farm 
of Thomas Berry, five miles outside 
Caledonia, at 6:15 o'clock last night. 
The landing was made without dam¬ 
age to the balloon or Its occupants. 

Maj Hersey to-day described the trip 
as follows: "Our flight has been of 
lnostlmable value. We have passed 
over Illinois. Lake Michigan. Lake St. 
Clair, over Ontario, above Lake Erie 
and back again to Canada, and were 
heading for Lake Ontario when It was 
thought advisable to land. 

"The operations at varying heights 
and winds had diminished our supply 
of ballast and gas so that it was 
thought by Mr. Aberholt and me that 
It w’ould be too dangerous to try the 
night ride over the length of Lake On¬ 
tario. 

"We had a very pleasant trip, com¬ 


paratively free from incidents. The 
wind was fairly steady and there was 
• no danger until we found ourselves 
near Lake Ontario. We had crossed 
low'er Ontario and were blown out over 
Luke Erie. When we w*ere appar n.ly 
over the middle of Erie the wind shifted 
and drove us back over Ontario toward 
Hamilton. It was growing dark very 
rapidly and with the Increasing wind 
which, from Its direction, we Judged 
was likely to drive up on a length¬ 
wise trip over Lake Ontario, we 
1 thought it better to land, especially 
as our balloon had lost some of Its 
buoyancy/*_ _ _

On account of tne statute gov¬ 
erning purgation there is no appeal, so if 
the matter of Dr. Galvin's eligibility is 
raised it must come up In some other 
form, possibly a mandamus to compel the 
Gountv Clerk properly to enroll his name 
as a candidate In event there should be a 
refusal 

Dr. Galvin registered from his office ad¬ 
dress at 719 West Jefferson street, which 
he has all nlong contended was his legal 
residence Tills was hi.s home prior to 
hi# marriage about Jive years ago and by 
the employment of a housekeeper has 
maintained It a* a separate establishment 
ever since.

NEGRO CRAZED BY DRUGS. SHELBYVILLE CASE AFFIRMED 


After engaging in a pistol duel with 
three policemen in which twenty or more 
shots w«»re exchanged. Mose bunline, a 
negro, skid to have been crazed by 
whisky and cocaine, wo# captured at 2 
o’clock yesterday afternoon ut hi* home 
on Grayson street, between Seventh end 
Highlit streets, where he had gone Into 
hiding after evading the police, and where 
he was besieged for some few very busy 
minutes. Intense excitement accom¬ 
panied the shooting and the chase after 
the negro, and for a while Grayson street 
was thrown Into no little confusion. At¬ 
tracted by the shots a crowd of at least 
three hundred rushed to the scene, but to 
remove themselves from danger the 
members dispersed into all manner of 
hiding places, many fulling Into street 
ditches and others creeping behind 
fences. It was fully forty minutes from 
the time the first shot was fired before 
the negro was taken. 

Tho first evidence Burdinc gave cf a 
thirst for trouble was at 1:30 o'clock yes¬ 
terday afterriown when lie walked up nud 
down Gruyson street nourishing ft revol¬ 
ver and threatening several wofknn-u tag¬ 
ging a conduit ditch. A panic was caused 
among the workmen when Burdlno lev¬ 
eled his revolver at several cf '.hem und 
threatened to fire. R. T. McKenzie, fore¬ 
man of the work which Is being done by 
the A bailie Company, tclephonvd to the 
central police station, and Corporals Me- 
Elllott and Horn and Scrgt. Brockman 
proceeded to the scene. 

When they arrived is t. the corner of 
Seventh and Grayson streets they cuurht 
sight of the negro standing near the edge 
or the ditch holding a revolver in Ids 
hand. When Burdlne caugnt sight of the 
officers he concealed his weapon, but con¬ 
tinued to hold his hand on bis hip 
pocket and turned to walk away. When 
the officers cried for him to halt he 
darted up a narrow passage-wav close at 
hand and. concealing himself behind the 
comer of a brick house, opened fire. 
The officer# then separated, M« Elliott «nd 
Horn finding protection by sheltering 
themselves at the comer of a nearby 
brick building and Scrgt. Brockman tak¬ 
ing refuge behind a coupe that was 
standing at the side of the street. The 
workmen and the several other person# 
who were near hurried to the nearest 
hiding places and the street was soon 
cleared.

Railroad Cases. 


Burdlne fired three shots before the no. 
lico got to their shelter, and soon after 
emptied the remaining chamber# in hi# 
revolver. He was well protected behind 
the bulwark of brick, and th** twenty or 
more shots bred at him by the three po¬ 
licemen were of no avail, although they 
went close to their mark. When exam¬ 
ined later It was found that five of the 
bullet# had struck the wall only a few 
Inches from the corner around which the 
negro shot. All of the other bullet# 
#truck within a small radius, one of them 
imaging through u window on the first 
floor of the house, smashing a wash- 
pitrher on a stand within. 

When he hud fired the last of the six 
shots Burdlne went on through tho pas¬ 
sage. and hurried to the drug store of 
Fred K Schweitzer at Eighth and Wal¬ 
nut stre*-!s. On entering he said that he 
wanted to buy ten cent# worth of No. 32 
«*artridges and that he was In a hurry. 
Tho clerk replied that he did not keep 
cartridge*, and the negro then began to 
be gruff and commenced to flourish his 
pistol. He pointed it at several people 
and snapped the trigger several times 
u* he passed away from the store after 
having been put out by Mr. Schweitzer. 

The negro then hurried back through 
the same alley and breaKlng through a 
gate, made hia way Into the kitchen of 
the house belonging to Mary Taylor, at 
724 West Grayson street. Passing on out 
by a side door he evaded the officers who 
thought that he was still m hiding In*the 
vicinity of the place from which he did 
the shooting, and made ms way into his 
own home. Here he entered the front 
rodm. cutting himself off from his mother 
and sister, who wen# In the rear of the 
house, and by locking the doors and re-en- 
forclng them with props, prepared for a 
K«dge. It was Several minutes after he 
had entered his home that tho police 
learned .of his whereabouts, and when 
they were told by a little boy who came 
up that the negro had bought ammunition 
at the drug store they were cautious in 
making on assault upon his stronghold. 

• • • 

Into Lieut. Dalton’s Arms. 


After several minute# rturdlne's mother 
cried out that the crazed man had not 
purchased the cartridges, and thereupon 
the police made ready to break in upon 
him. By thi# time a crowd of nearly one 
thousand people had gathered on the 
scene, and other police had arrived. A 
number of these stationed themselves at 
a side door to the house which leads into 
one of the rear rooms, while a different 
posse made ready to breax open the front 
door which leads to tho room in which 
Burdlne had confined himself. In the 
meantime Lieut. Dalton had secured en¬ 
trance to a ftmall room back of the one 
In which the negro was stationed, and 
tried to make his way through tho rear 
door of the room. 

When one of the officer# wa^ about to 
hatter in the front door to the room, Bur¬ 
dinc was hoard to scream snd to cal! for 
his mother. Suddenly lie thiew open tho 
xz-ar door and fell Into the hands of Lieut, 
imiton. to whose assistance several of the 
otner officers soon hurried Burdinc had 
Wi hi# revolver lying on ttie bed in th«* 
Interior of the room, and made no further 
effort to shoot, hut seeing the officers be¬ 
gan to fly nt them ans to clutch them, 
lie grabbed at iheir clubs and twisted 
tludr wrists, and could only be brought 
under subjection after several clubs had 
been brought into action. 

Followed by a largo crowd he war taken 
to the Central Police Station and later to 
the county jail It was learned later that 
Burdlne Is charged with stealing the pistol 
which he had at tempt.-d to use and h 
watch which wa* found In his pockets, so 
the charges of shooting at without wound¬ 
ing and grand Intveny were registered 
against him. Burdlne also had fully a 
half pound of cocaine, from the effects of 
which his crazed condition I# aaid to have 
been due. 

KENTUCKY COUPLES MAR¬ 
RIED IN JEFFERSONVILLE. 


Frankfort. Ky.. Oct. 23.—[Special.]— 
The Court of Appeal* to-day upheld a 
Judgment of the Shelby Circuit Court 
In a case of Carlther# and others against 
the city of Shelbyvllle, in which the 
lower court affirmed action taken by 
the city under Section 3483 of Kentucky 
Statutes to extend Us boundaries. The 
opinion# of the court was delivered by 
Chief Justice O’Rear. the full bench 
concurring. 

The case presented a novel question, 
one by women residents of the ter¬ 
ritory to be annexed, whether persons 
not voters could be brought under the 
burdens of municipal taxation without 
benefit, as they contended. In other 
words, their contention was that the 
section 3483 Kentucky Statutes is in 
violation of Section 1 of the Fourteenth 
Amendment to ih.- Constitution of the 
United States. The question has not 
before been determined by any court of 
any State. The court here in affirming 
the judgment favoring the annexation, 
say« that the question uf benefits or 
burdens In u proposed annex itiou can¬ 
not be said to involve a justiciable rlgnt 
of thi* individual taxpayer, and the Leg¬ 
islature might have had the condition 
upon whicn the additional territory 
was to be incorporated into the city to 
be ascertained without the right of 
anybody to b»* heard in court, or even 
by a vote, of the qualified voters of the 
territory.

Opinion by Chief Justice*

tory pr.rpoaed to bo annexed to the c4iy, 
and which was not within aa»v city or 
town when annexed. The complaint Is 
that to take the Umd* Into the city will 
add a burden of municipal taxation with¬ 
out benefit; and that as the statute reg¬

»x*undurle« of a cfctv discriminate# agamst 
women and ail othyr persons affeeu-d wno 
urs not voters, they are not afforded eoual 
protection of tho laws. Inasmuch as the 
Kbitute provide# that voter* only m.»y 
make d»rfen9e to tile Lix>ceeikn«#. if theie 
are voters In the territory to be affected 
A demurrer to tho petition was mistamd. 
and the plaintiffs’ prayer for relief was 
dented by the Circuit Court.

Th*' queerions are quasi Judi¬ 
cial. but are not matters that ever were 
bUgVLble In any court as a matter o! 
rlg»ht. In truth the court In tho particu¬ 
lar proceeding is nog in any sense dealing 
with the legal rights of persona who live 
or own property in tho affected territory. 
The question of benefits and burdens In 
the proposed annexation cannot b** sail to 
invoice a Justiciable right of the individ¬ 
ual taxpayer But it is unquestionably a 
proper subject of co«wdder*uJon In deter¬ 
mining w liether the municipal territory be 
extended or reduced. It is impossible now 
for the Legislature to pa«s upon each 
proposed annexation or diminution o*f ter¬ 
ritory. Either a hard ani fnst rule, certftln 
u» bt<vr onerously in many Instance*, 
muac; oc adopted by ger.-ral law. or by 
general law th- ascertainment of tl*e fact 
whether the benefit* and burden# are 
counterp *is-4l imirt be found to exist by 
soane other tribunal. We are unable to 
perceive a distinction bet w ee n the ascer¬ 
tainment of that fact by the court and 
mho ascertainment of the nuiforitv of the 
voters' will# by a ministerial officer ap¬ 
pointed to hold an election.

Benjamin Morris Furnishes Security 
for $5,000 at New Castle. 

New* Castle. Kv.. Oct. 23.—[Special.]— 
Benjamin Morris, charged with the 
murder of James Brent at Sulphur two 
month# ago. and who was arrested a 
few days ago. was released on bond 
by County Judge Hill to-day in % the 
sum of $3,000. 

The difficulty between Morris and 
Brent, which finally resulted in the 
death of Brent, occurred at Sulphur on 
August 17. Brent died at the Univer¬ 
sity Hospital In Louisville two weeks 
later. 

From the character of the evidence 
Introduced at the preliminary hearing 
to-day It is evident that the testimony 
of the physicians who attended young 
Brent during his illness will be ma¬ 
terial on the final trial. It was shown 
that, according to the statement of the 
physician. Brent died from the effects 
of blood poisoning due to an abscess, 
and if further developed that he had 
been pronounced out of danger from 
the wound alleged to have been In¬ 
flicted by Morris. Morris was arrested 
several days ago upon his return to 
Henry county, and his release to-day 
was secured on habeas corpus proceed¬ 
ings instituted by his attorneys. He is 
a son of J. A. Morris, one of the best- 
knowm men of the county.

The President Stands Pat. 

In his Nashville speech the Presi¬ 
dent stood pat on his recent utter¬ 
ances as to corporations, saying that 
he had turned on the light, but was 
not responsible for what It showed. But 
wo are not precluded from the Inquiry 
whether this is what the President has 
done and whether it is all. 

The President sums up his policy as 
moaning an attempt to punish suc¬ 
cessful dishonesty. He doubts If it has 
had any material effect In bringing 
about trouble, but if it has, he is de¬ 
termined not to change it. Then he goes 
on with his familiar talk about tho 
meanness of Injuring tho man w T ho has 
prospered honestly. He reiterates his 
purpose to stand against the poor man 
that does ,wrong as well as the rich 
man. # |*hese remarks are demontary 
in their bearing and need not be con¬ 
troverted; they hardly need to be 
stated so often, and with such empha¬ 
sis. 

It is In the application of these prin¬ 
ciples that the troubje begins. The 
President has limited the application to 
certain Interests, which he has pursued 
with implacable resolution. H&^has 
singled out the railroads as the special 
object of his hostility. That enmity has 
been justified in some Instances by the 
revelations that have been made, but 
effective prosecutions have so far been 
made under a law passed several years 
ago. The Hate Bill has not yet reached 
any of the more prominent evils of 
which complaint is made. How It will 
be construed is a question to which 
there is yet no answer. 

In his hostility to certain interests 
ho professes to have been guided by 
an enmity to wrong-doing, a friendship 
for those who do well. As to some 
fases there Is no legitimate ground of 
controversy that wrongs have been 
committed. But as to others there Is 
room for difference of opinion. The 
President Is so constituted that he as¬ 
sumes that everything that fails to 
meet Ills approbation is wrong, every¬ 
thing that strlkos him as proper is 
light. Precisely at this point begins 
a controversy. People differ as to what 
tha:>hi\c is and also as to what It should 
be. The President finds tho remedy for 
everything in an exaltation of the pow¬ 
er* of the Federal Government. His 
opponents recognize the extent of these 
powers as already defined and are 
ready to acknowledge Uioso that shall 
hereafter be defined. But all of them 
do not admit the soundness of his con¬ 
clusions. 

But there Is reason to distrust the 
narrowness of the President’s applica¬ 
tions of his general principles which 
are conceded to be correct, as well as 
to question their breadth within the 
narrow limits to which he applies them. 
The President does more than stajid 
pat on the railroads and certain other 
corporations which have incurred his 
hostility. He stands pat also on the 
tariff. It is true that he does not dis¬ 
cuss it, but the failure to discuss im¬ 
plies that he does not consider it im¬ 
portant, or for some other reason 
chooses to ignore it. Now the "malefac¬ 
tors of wealth,'' against whom he naa 
declaimed, are more concerned with the 
tariff than with any other subject. 
While our trusts are not all protected 
by tills, the most of them are. The 
greatest delinquencies of the wealthy 
men who are exploiting the poor are 
made possible by a tariff law enacted 
at their own behest, for the express 
purpose of enabling them to prey upon 
the public. To ail this tho President 
Is Willfully blind and deaf. The tariff- 
protected monopolies extort far more 
money from the consumers of the coun¬ 
try than, the railroads do, and yet there 
ts no word spoken as to their malefac¬ 
tions. 

It may be that the present troubles 
are not especially to be attributed to 
the President’s policy. But the policy 
of the country, to w hion he has m gen¬ 
eral assented, is one Intended to tivad 
off competition. Foreign competition is 
prevented by a tariff many times too 
high, even from the stanupolnt of pro¬ 
tection. Domestic competition is pie- 
vented by the combinations which the 
tariff has created, and which It per¬ 
sistently fosters. The exactions of 
such corporations create a general 
complaint. In one section certain 
rates are especially attacked; in an¬ 
other other rates are found more op¬ 
pressive. There ore other rates that 
have but little effect and are not pjr- 
tentousl'y obnoxious. But the rules 
which are effective in support of mo¬ 
nopoly are objected to everywhere that 
their influence is felt. 

Along with this general policy to 
stifle competition there Is a great de¬ 
mand for it in certain lines. This de¬ 
mand may be Justified, but why re¬ 
strict it to cases where it will be com¬ 
paratively Ineffectual? It Is contrary 
to the general policy of the country, ns 
interpreted by the standpatters, and it 
is not surprising that it should be ob¬ 
jected to by those whom it affects. 
They have no right to object, but they 
have a right to insist that the same 
principles applied to them shall also 
be made to govern others. 

The President is right in his declara¬ 
tions of a square deal for everybody; 
the protection of property legitimately 
acquired; the punishment of those who 
offend against the law, and the making 
of laws that will restrain bad practices 
which ere not now unlawful. But he is 
too nai.'«.w a 'ills application of these 
v.. ..Tiiv.'u. He should advocate t..e ro¬ 


Physiological Profligates. 

TCio fellow who never walks ex¬ 
cept when that maimer of traveling 
affords the only means of negotiating 
the shortest distance between two 
places, and who points with pride to 
his nice round shoulders when he is 
told that his chest Is hollow*, may glean 
much consolation from an article in 
the American Medicine, In which ath¬ 
letes are declared to be physiological 
profligates. According to this author¬ 
ity piles of muscles are merely parasites 
preying upon the vital forces of civil¬ 
ized man. The digestive system of the 
athlete is required to do a great deal 
more work than that of the man of 
leas muscularity. Again, muscular 
men are often tempted to exertions for 
which the heart and arteries are not 
fitted. Cardiac hypertrophy and ar¬ 
teriosclerosis are Inevitable results. 
Steel puddlers die earlier than mem¬ 
bers of the clergy, not because the gods 
love them, but because they overexert 
themselves. 

To quote: 

“Many men of genius have been noted 
for their dislike of ©xerclso They have, 
therefore, escaped suffering arterial 
tension and lived to advanced age in 
health and comfort. It is an axiom of the 
turf that colts overtrained while Imma¬ 
ture are ruined." 

As anything one desires to prove 
may be proved by the Bible, the truth 
of any theory may be demonstrated by 
argument upheld by the citation of 
examples. One scientist shows us that 
college athletics kill, and another 
proves that muscularity spells longev¬ 
ity. One Premier of England sleeps 
fourteen hours a day and has llabby 
biceps, while another gets up at sun¬ 
rise and chops wood to give his mus¬ 
cles tonicity. Both live to be very old. 
One President of the United States is 
fat and Ashes, and bears his burden of 
years lightly. Another v Is strenuous 
and plays tennis and looks "young for 
his age." 

About th« only grain of twenty-karat 
truth we t it extract from the testi¬ 
mony subi itied In behalf of athletics 
and against athletics is thaf modera¬ 
tion In all things Is the better part of 
wisdom. If the average city dweller 
needs one thing more than another Itf 
is fresh air. Let him get out in the 
woods as often as possible and exer¬ 
cise his lungs by breathing unadulter¬ 
ated atmosphere, and lot him regulate 
hts exercise according to his like or 
dislike of it. Not until the day of his 
death may he know whether the course 
he has pursued was best calculated to 
prolong his life, and upon that day he 
could hardly settle the question with 
definiteness, even if his mind should 
not be centered upon graver matters. 

Piles of parasitical muscles may or 
may not be beneficial, but so long as 
there resides in the breast of youth the 
feeling that prompted Huckleberry 
Finn—or was It Tom Sawyer?—to walk 
upon his hands in front of the home of 
Becky Thatcher, a large percentage of 
vigorous young mtn w 111 W'ork for, and 
glory in, broad chests apd strong 
limbs. Perhaps a .few of them will 
overtrain and suffer evil consequences, 
but a majority of them will merely de¬ 
vote to out-of-door games time that 
the rest of the boys spend with cigar¬ 
ettes and cheap literature. The chances 
seem to be greatly against the mor¬ 
tality rate being seriously affected by 
muscle building. Ttyere Is compensa¬ 
tion to the athlete In the fact that 
while he lives he enjoys a keener zrut 
of life than is known by the man vrtxo 
is "soft." And then there Is compen¬ 
sation to the lazy Individual in the re¬ 
flection that he will probably escape 
cardiac hypertrophy and other tri¬ 
umphs of the medical lexicographers’ 
art, while he will certainly avoid de¬ 
spised activity. Thus all things work 
together f or good.

Each of t.»ese 
measure* has as mden political s.gmfi- 
cance as does the creation of a Board of 
Health, being equally uaeiul measures, if 
laymen and physicians of the highest 
type of character and professional at¬ 
tainment could bo found who we i-e witl¬ 
ing to give a lve.plng hand In an advisory 
capacity nnd actual service to the Health 
Officer in ills most arduous endeavor to 
protect the health and fives of every man, 
woman uml child within the corporate 
limits of the city, the public would be the 
greates; beneficiary.

PROTEST AGAINST ALLEY 
RAISES NEW POINT OF LAW. 


To all appearances something is at last 
going to escheat to the Louisville S.hojl 
Board for want of the appearance of a 
better claimant. Indications point this 
tvay in the settlement case of John M 1- 
lor. an .aged recluse, who died In 1S01. 
leaving $K59. The law says that where 
any property Is left without Heirs or 
creditors as claimants to its ultimate 
possession it shall be converted by the 
Louisville School Board to be applied for 
educational purposes. The board may 
also be a. claimant of property under cer¬ 
tain other conditions, but so far in recent 
history of Louisville nothing to speak of 
has ever been gained by the operation of 
this statute. 

John Miller, during his lifetime, made 
ids home In a small house near Six.h 
and Jefferson streets, in the property . f 
A.ben II. Wllken Little or nothing w. s 
known of him by his neighbors, who re¬ 
garded him generally as a mys;orlo-ua old 
meun. He had no fixed vocatihn a* d la¬ 
bored at odd Jobs in various parts of th* 
city. Three years after his death, during 
ISM, Mr. Wilken. who had taken po.se;>- 
s;on of the old mans’ effects in the hep® 
of locating sjme heir, discovered m an oid 
box the money which is now a subject of 
controversy. 

After paying Miller’s funeral expens s 
there is $70U>J of which Mr. Wilken, as 
the old man s administrator, wants to 
know what disposition to make. HU 
suit to settle tus accounts as adminis¬ 
trator names the Louisvilm School Board 
a possible defendant and calls upon 1. and 
anv other claimant to put in the;r claims 
Y.s;erd.iy Wallace McKay, the attorney 
for tlie board, filed an intervening peti¬ 
tion. laying claim to the money, and if 
the escheat statute is allowed to operate 
it will at last find its way into the board’s 
treasury. 

Enjoins Fire Board. 

The rule of the Board of Fire Under¬ 
writers of this city whereby aJl of Its 
members are prohibited from accepting 
the agency of any company already heij 
by another member was held invalid by 
Judge Shackelford Miller yesterday upon 
the ground that It was tn restraint of 
trade. This point came up in the appli¬ 
cation for an injunction made by Charles 
Thruston Johnson, a lire insurance agent, 
against the board to prevent him Lorn 
carrying out what he believed was La 
lnten:lon to oust him from that body. 

Mr. Johnson formerly represented two 
companies here, but the San Fuuv i oj 
fire deprived hlin of one of them. Later, 
when this company resumed bus ness tn 
Kentucky, it was at such dissailefac.ory 
terms that Mr. Johnson could-not m..kj 
any profitable agreement w*lth it. Ho, 
therefore, applied for and received the 
“second agency” of a company already 
having another agent in Louisville and 
being a member of the Board of Under¬ 
writers. Mr. Johnson took th*s step wLh 
the Idea that the rule burring him fr.m 
obtaining this agency was wrong. At the 
time he filed his suit he contended that 
he had some time ago fought to have tuts 
rule abrogated in order to put ail agen s 
on the same basis. 

The members of the Board main to In el 
that the rule was a Just protect!, n of 
agents against infringement*, and that 
where a man could get insurance bu*ln ;ss 
he would never have any trouble in get¬ 
ting good companies not now in the local 
field to represent. This Mr. Johnson de¬ 
nied. 

Mr. Johnson, in explaining his conten¬ 
tion yesterday, sold; 

“There are many agents in Louisville 
who hold second and third agencies of 
companies doing business here. 1 am far 
from being the only one on this basts. 
However, the rule 1 complain of went into 
effect years ago after all of these second 
and third agencies were In operation. The 
rulr* was simply for ’freeze-out* purposes. 
Those having second and third agencies 
at the tune did not relinquish them by 
any means and have them yet. Those 
representing companies as single agencies 
do not wish to divide any part of what 
they hold Therefore It is to their inter¬ 
est to keep matters as they stand, but 
it Ik also a selfish rule and against public 
policy.** 

Ten Tears for Murder. 

After Sam Williams, a negro charged 
wah murder, had agreed to plead gu.i.y 
upon condition thu. J. M. Huftaker. Com¬ 
monwealth’s Attorney, would recommend 
a fifteen-year term in the petti icntiuty. 
the members of the jury hearing the cat# 
determined to exercise a little leniency on 
their own “hook” nnd Impose a penalty 
of but ten years. This was with the dis¬ 
approval or Mr. HiifTnker, who had ex¬ 
amined into the fact* tn the case and 
reached the conclusion that fifteen years 
of servitude would be really merciful. 
However, the fctiw gives the jury the L*t 
say. and the members of the panel pro¬ 
ceeded to exercise it. though no facts as 
to the killing were brought out before 
them. 

W.Uiams and his brother, Walter W 1- 
ltnms, were both charged with the mur¬ 
der of John Green, another negro, in a 
fight on Linden street last May. The fa¬ 
tality resulbd from a general cutting, 
and. according to the Common weal.h’s 
proof. Sam Williams was particularly th« 
aggressor. An to Walter Wi.Uams. Mr. 
Huffaker dismissed the indictment be¬ 
cause the proof was not strong ug ilns 
him and because he had also been bad y 
slashed in the course of the melee. 

Verdict Against Contractor. 

A verdict for $-.000 was returned yes¬ 
terday by a jury' in Judge Gordon** court 
In the case of the Snead Architectural 
Iron Works ugalnst E. P. Lynch, general 
contractor, for additions to the Kenyon 
building, made in 1005. The verdict was 
based on a charge of breach of contract 
relative to structural Iron and steel which 
the plaintiff contended Lynch had bound 
himself to accept from It. It was averred 
b the company that Lynch had on July 
I -4. ll»G5, entered into the contract and 
! that the com party had thereupon com- 
f menced work upon it. The amount 
.sought was S»'. 000. The Board of Educa¬ 
tion of the Kentucky annual conference 
of tin- MeiaOt.tM Episcopal CiUlfcli.

COUNT CALLED PB.INCE EULEN- 
BURQ "MY BELOVED.” 


CIRCLE A30UT THE EMPEROR. 


Berlin, Oct. 23 4 — Libel action brought 
by Gen. Count Kuno von Moltke 
against Maximilian Harden, editor of 
Die Zukunft, a free lance polemical 
weekly and long an organ of the edi¬ 
tor's extreme radical opinions, began 
before Justice Kern. 

Von Moltke Is an Intimate friend of 
Prince Philip zu ISulenburg, the ox- 
Gertnan Ambassador to Vienna, and a 
kinsman of the present chief of tne 
general staff, I^ieut. Gen. Count Hel- 
muth von Moltke, and of the Governor 
of the province \f East Prussia, Fred¬ 
erick von Moltke. Tfcbse three Von 
Molt keg are nephews of the late great 
Field Marshal von Moltke. 

Harden began last November to as¬ 
sert that fount zu Kulenburg was the 
head of a group at court that sought 
to Influence the Emperor's political ac¬ 
tions by subtle. Indirect suggestion*. 

\ Count zu Eulenburg. Count Kuno and 
Lieut. Gen. Count William von Ho- 
henau, one of the Emperor's adjutants, 
wore mentioned by Harden as members 
of the so-called camarilla, or 'round 
table." and he further alleged that tney 
were Spiritualists and of abnormal tem¬ 
peraments and habits. 

According to report, the Crown 1 rlnce 
Frederick William made an inquiry into 
the charges In May and went /to his 
father, with the result of his invest!- 
gauon, which caused Count zu Eulen¬ 
burg. Von Moltke and Lieut. Gen- Ho- 
lienau suddenly to resign.

Stands by His Writings. 

Herr Harden questioned the plaintiff 
about the testimony presented at the 
time of his divorce from his wife, Frau 
von Elbe, and said he had heard in ngs 
about t’he plaintiff five years ago, 
which, if he had told of them, would 
have caused the Count's uniform to to 
torn from him, but he had kept silent. 
Continuing, Herr Harden declined to 
withdraw anything he had written, but 
admitted frankly that he had twice 
been Imprisoned for insulting the sdv- 
er^ign. each time for six months, and 
that he had also been fined several 
times for the same offense. 

At the afternoon session of the court 
Harden said he did not accuse von 
Moltke of criminal acts, but he regard¬ 
ed ills friendship with Prince zu Eu.en- 
burg as eratic in character, for the 
plaintiff, he said, had once pressed the 
Prince's handkerchief to his lipa and 
cried, "Phlll. my Phlll.” and In writing 
him a letter had made use of the trms,

The organlzahon widen they 
represent Is very strong, and they threat¬ 
ened to cut the local dealer* oft ent.rely 
from tlie milk supply -unless tnelr de¬ 
mands were acceded to. To do so tn< 
dealers would have to raise the price cr 
milk for the consumer from eight to nine 
cent* a quart. Despite the turea.toning 
attitude of the dairymen, however, the 
Idea for which they stood seems to have 
been entirely country bred, and met wlti 
little encouragement from the city dea.- 
ers.

The dairymen represented that the 
price of feed had Increased so much that 
they cannot afford to sell the milk to the 
city dealers at the old price.

KANSAS. 


RECORDS OF DRUG STORES. 


Washington. Oct. 23 .—[Special.]—Mr.* 
Philip Rappaport, a well-known attor¬ 
ney of this city, has made a thorough 
study of the temperance question, and 
Is outspoken in his belief that prohibi¬ 
tion does not prohibit. 

•'Take the State of Kansas, for in¬ 
stance," says Mr. Rappiport. “The 
laws there provide the registration of 
liquor sales In drug stores. The buyer 
must make application for it in writing 
on blanks furnished by the State, w'aitJi 
must be bought by the druggist at a 
certain price each. Thus it is possible 
In Kansas to note the effect of prohibi¬ 
tion since recently the lid was put on 
by the Governor and the Attorney Gen¬ 
eral. 

"Up to less than a yehr ago saloons 
were permitted In Topeka. The owners 
were fined once In a while to provide a 
revenue for the city, but otherwise they 
were not molested. The drug stores 
then did very little business in that 
line. A few* hundred sales were all they 
made.

"On May 1 the Topeka Journal said: 
•Already there have been over 14.000 sales 
reportisd, which 1 b the largest ever re¬ 
corded In this county. Lant month the 
total reached 11.000, after a jump from 
2,000 In February.* In its Issue of Oc¬ 
tober 10 the Topeka Capital says: ‘Dur- j 
Ing the month the number of liquor 
sales again broke the record. Four 
drug stores were raided, three drug¬ 
gists turrtevVjtn their permits to soil 
intoxicating liquor, and one pleaded 1 
guilty to keeping and maintaining a 
liquor nuisance. 

" ‘Reports yesterday wore filed with 
the clerk of the Probate Court, George 
Flanders, shewing liquor sales made 
by tho druggists in Topeka dur- i 
lng September are greater than ever 
before. The number of sales reported 
was 22,983. For the month of August, 
also a record breaker, the sales were 
22,447. This leaves an Increase of 636 
liquor sales for September.' *

have lately formed tihe habit of com¬ 
pelling applicants for liquor to swear 
that the liquor Is wanted for medicinal 
purposes. Formerly the applicants tor 
" pleasure in liquor form merely signed 
their names to a blank. Now the urug- 
gtst asks specifically what disease the 
liquor is to cure. A. ter he has unl&hed 
filling out the application tne druggist 
holds up his hand and announces: * iou 
do solemnly swear that tne statement 
made in this affidavit is true, so he p 
your God. It was thought this cere¬ 
mony would cause a failing off In its 
number of liquor sales, but the theory 
has been proven w rong."

Naturally as soon as the pub¬ 
lic realized the true situation, as 
brought to light by the r.c nt inv-stl- 
ga bins, they slopped investing and <’©- 
pos t,ng money with these Institutions. 
In fact, they have been \vitbdrawlng 
what they have deposited and collect¬ 
ing. This caused a collapse, such as 
we are now witnessing. 

"There is another in ttter." continued 
Mr. Gillespie, "and one which affects 
the people as a whole, not a few* Wall 
street gamblers. I think the action 
of the Secretary of the Treasury In 
hastening to New York to render as¬ 
sistance to these gamblers Is an out¬ 
rage.

by wide* margins

Complete Reversal of “Dope.’* 


This year there has been a complete re¬ 
versal of last year's “dope," and a return 
to the geometrical progression indicated 
by the first three years of National and 
American League contests. Not only did 
tho Cubs w*ln the world's championship In 
four games and a tie. giving the Ameri¬ 
cans no victories in that struggle, but the 
St. lx>u!s Cardinals won from the Browns 
In both spring and fall series for the 
Mound City championship, and the PhM- 
lles made a cl^an sweep ugalnst the Ath¬ 
letics, winning four straight games in the 
spring. 

The St. louls Nationals won their April 
series by four games to three and the Oc¬ 
tober series by five games to two. This 
guve McCloskey's men nine games to five 
for Me A leer's aggregation on the sea¬ 
son’s work. The Boston Americans helped 
out the younger league's balance sheet 
materially by winning the series for the 
Hub championship this fall by a big ma¬ 
jority, taking six out of seven games from 
the Doves and tying the seventh game. 

In the other Interleagu© contests of 1997 
the St. Louis Nationals defeated Wash¬ 
ington last spring In two out of three 
games, tho Philadelphia Athletics won 
two out of three games from the New 
York Giants, their series In New Orleans 
being shortened by Manager McGrow's 
refusal to abide by the umpire's decision, 
resulting In forfeit and damage suits: 
the Boston Americans won two out of 
three games from Cincinnati; Cleveland 
defeated Cincinnati In the only game of 
their series which the weather permitted, 
and the St. Louis Americans and New 
York Giants split even on two games. The 
contemplated scries between the White 
Sox and Cincinnati In April never came 
off on account of wretched weather condl- 
tlon*. The totals for the season gave the 
Nationals twenty-seven games out of 
forty.

Indications of an l-mmediat- change. Several 
explanations may be given for the present state 
of affaire os regard* this class of a?curlt!e*.

cern* the scarcity of liquid funds. Critics 
have been saying for months past, “Until tve 
have a recession In the general business actlv. 
Ity of the country there can be no bon 1 mar¬ 
ket Improvement."
